Johnstow n. Pa., Nov. 6.—One hu n­ 
dred and fifty men were entombed In 
lteilley shaft No. 1 of the Reilley Coal 
Mining com pany at Sprangel early to­ 
day by a gas explosion, according to 
reports from the mine. 
Reports from 
S prangler are that three men escaped, 
but that little hope was entertained 
of saving any of the others. 
Mine otlicials stated that the num ­ 
ber entombed was 140 to 160. 
They are endeavoring to check up 
the nam es of those 
who 
had gone into 
the mine against the list of total em ­ 
ployes to see exactly how many were 
missing. 
It was stated full detailR would not 
lie available for an hour. 
Scenes of 
greatest confusion 
occurred around 
the shaft as news of 
the 
disaster 
spread. 


GUARDS ASSIGNED TO PROTECT 


HOMES OF MANY CITY 
OFFICIALS 


Explosion Occurred at 7:1'* A. M. 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 6.—The mine 
rescue car of the United States Bu­ 
reau of Mines was rushed to the Iteil- 
ley mine at Sprangler following re­ 
ports that 160 m iners were entombed 
by a gas explosion. 
Reports received 
by the bureau said the explosion oc­ 
curred at 7:45 a. m. and at a point 
500 feet from the entrance of tlie shaft. 


Photographers llarred 


Johnstow n, Pa., Nov. 6. —One hu n­ 
dred and forty-four m iners trapped 
beneath the surface in the Reilley 
mine at Spangler are believed to have 
perished in an explosion of gas and 
cave-in, according to reliable reports 
from the shaft this afternoon. 
Officials of the Reilley 
mine 
are 
withholding inform ation, and are b ar­ 
ring photographers. 
Bodies of live victims already have 
been located, it was reported unoffi­ 
cially. 
Rescue crews are 
at 
work 
struggling through fallen timber and 
dangerous slides of rock to save any 
of their com rades who may still be 
alive. 
Little hope is entertained that any 
of the entombed m iners have survived 
the disaster, one of the greatest ca­ 
tastrophes in American mining his­ 


tory. 
Most of the m iners imprisoned are 
young men and many wives with in­ 
fants in their arm s stood white faced 
in the pouring rain waiting, hoping 
against hope that their "m an" would 
be saved. 
Two of the three identified among 
the first found are young men. 
One. 
Jam es Griffin, 22, planned to be m ar­ 
ried next week . 
Joseph Fritz. 24, all­ 
ot her, 
w a s married last week . 
Jack 
Logue. 54, the third to he identified, 
is the father of several children. 
Within half an hour after the first 
report of the explosion had been re­ 
ceived, relief agencies were there. The 
C am bria Steel com pany’s 
first 
aid 
crew and nurses and surgeons of the 
Red Cross arrived from Johnstown. 
First aid crew s from the Pennsyl­ 
vania Coal and Cok e corporation and 
the Im perial Coal company w ere on 
the scene within an hour.

was announced that no bodies 
vould he brought to the surface until 
1 o’clock this afternoon. 
Within a lew m inutes after the ex 
plosion a force of nearly 500 men was 
work ing in relays digging into the 
.nine. 
First aid crews were standing 
ready as the barrier was brok en down. 
The Cam bria Steel com pany’s first aid 
crew left in automobiles. 
The Red 
Cross also sent three automobile loads 
>f trained nurses. 
The rescue w ork ers are carrying an 
airline with them. 
It is necessary for 
t hem to 
‘tim ber” a- they go along, 
nak ing their progress slow. 
Mine officials would mak e no state- 
nents. but it is the opinion of every 
mie on the scene that none of the men 
vi 11 be found alive. This opinion was 
strengthened when the 
first 
bodies 
vere discovered. 
The latest report is that the check 
ip shows between 137 men and 144 
nen in the mine, but the check up is 
not official, but on very good authority.
